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Even in the middle of winter there 
are signs of life and produce to be har- 
vested on the allotments. In the ground 
are leeks, parsnips and perhaps other 
root vegetables, and above ground are 
all the various greens, sprouts, cabbage. 
chard and others. No fruit now, but next 
year’s raspberry canes are already 
there and tied in ready for the new crop. 
Over-wintering broad beans are begin- 
ning to show. Onions and garlic are 
sending up green shoots and, depend- 
ing on the weather, the rhubarb will soon 
begin to show signs of growth. Ina few 
weeks it will be time to plant shallots 
and parsnips and finish the digging which 
was stopped by rain in the Autumn, and 
the annual cycle will begin again. In the 
meantime the gardeners look through 
catalogues, visit garden centres to or- 
der and buy next seasons seeds, enjoy 
their winter vegetables and look for- 
ward to the Spring and another year of 
growing and harvesting.

feathered friends? 

To make this vou will need: 

* acontainer - either | 2 a coconut 
shell. a round margarine tub or a vo- 
ghurt pot 

* apiece of string 

** Ib lard or solid cooking fat 

* edible table scraps or suitable bird 
tood such as: oatmeal. seeds. unsalted 
peanuts. drv cake 
suet 

1. Fix string through vour container 
so that it makes a bell shape. 

2. Heat fat or lard in saucepan until 
melted. 

3. Moisten the suet with water 

4. Add the suet to the melted lard 
and mix in well. 

S_ Add the food bits (including 
scraps trom vour table such as bacon. 
peas or cereal) and mix into faVlard. 

6. Allow to cool a bit and then scoop 
into the container (margarine pot or 
coconul). pressing down all the ingre- 
dients as much as possible. 

7, Allow to stand and cool for about 
three hours - or unul completely cool. 

Now hang outside and watch the 
birds feasting!

February Wildlife Snippets 
Butterflies in Winter 


[lave you ever stopped to think what 
happens to butterflies in winter? How 
do they survive until the warmth of next 
spring or summer arrives? Like all other 
insects, butterflies and moths have to 
survive the winter cither as egg, larva 
(caterpillar), pupa (chrysalis) or, ina few 
species, as adults. Eggs are hard to spot 
and larvae and pupae hibernate under- 
ground so only adults may be seen dur- 
ing the winter months. 


Commonly Brimstones, Peacocks 
and Small Tortoiseshells can be found 
tucked away in garages, barns, outbuild- 
ings and hollows of trees. If you dis- 
cover a butterfly, don’t move it, as it 
will not survive outside. 

Asa nation we look after more than 
two million acres of garden and, with 
our countryside increasingly under 
threat, every garden - big or small - isa 
potential nature reserve, especially for 
butterflies. 


February is the month for making 
plans for wildlife in your garden so why 
not think about getting a few plants that 
will help them? Nettles are the food 
plants of the caterpillars of some but- 
terflies. Site a clump of nettles in a sunny 
spot, as they don’t like to lay the eggs 
in the shade. Other examples of food 
plants for caterpillars are cabbages. 
Lady’s smock, hedge garlic and hedge 
mustard, and bird’s foot trefoil. Nectar 
giving plants can be planted to provide 
a food source throughout the season. 
Spring: aubretia, primrose and sweet 
rocket; summer: lavender, cat mint, 
thyme heliotrope, hebe, buddleia and 
knapweed; and autumn: sweet scabi- 
ous, hyssop, Michaelmas daisy and ice 
plant.

Untortunately over 20° of ponds surveyed which were 
marked on the Ordnance Survey maps no longer existed. 
Some ponds do disappear naturally. gradually filling in with 
siltand dead leaves as part of the ecological succession, 
however most ponds disappearing from Cambridgeshire are 
as aresult of other reasons such as reduction in the water 
table or pollution. 


Ponds surrounded by scrub and those containing clear 
open water are both important as they create different niches, 
al] important for biodiversity. Often some management will 
greatly increase the potential ofa pond for biodiversity, how- 
ever iLis difficult to set general guidelines as each pond is 
individual. Ponds are particularly important as wildlife habi- 
tats Ina county such as Cambridgeshire where the majority

property. 

Marking your property can deter bur- 
glars. as identifiable property is difficult to 
dispose of. It also helps us to get vour prop- 
erty back to you promptly when recovered. 

If someone burgled your home and stole 
your property, could you describe each item 
fully and accurately to the police? 

Every year, property worth hundreds of 
thousands of pounds is recovered by the 
police and not returned to its rightful own- 
ers. simply because it can't be properly iden- 
ufied. 

Add your postcode, plus your house or 
flat number (or the first wo letters of your 
house name) to provide a simple and unique 
way of identifying your property. 


How to mark your property: 

I hiere are several ways to mark your prop- 
erty. depending on the type of object you 
want to mark 

* Engraving or Etching - this is suitable 
for hard surfaces and leaves a visible and 
permanent mark. 

* Ultra Violet (UV) or ‘Invisible’ Mark- 
ing - a UV pen can put an invisible mark on 
your property which can only be seen by 
using a UV lamp, Only use UV marking when 


other methods woula reduce the value of 


the object. Remember that the mark can fade 
in time. especially when exposed to sunlight, 
and can be washed off, so it needs renewing 
regularly 

*~ Ceramic Marking - pens have been 
developed to mark china, glass or any glazed 
surface. They do not cut or scratch the sur- 
face but leave a permanent matk. 

* Punching - heavier metal items such 
as {aon mowers can be marked with a ham- 


mer and a set of punches. 

Where you mark your property is impor- 
tant. If you want the mark to be out of sight, 
choose somewhere behind or underneath 
the article. Try to mark a surface that cannot 
be removed without spoiling the appearance 
or performance of the article. 

Property marking kits can be bought trom 
stationers and DIY stores. 

Keep a record of your property 

Marking things like jewellery or antiques 
is difficult and could reduce their value, so 
photograph each item, preferably in colour, 
paying special attention to any distinguish- 
ing marks such as initials or crests which 
may be used to identify them. Take the pho- 
tograph against a plain background and in- 
clude a ruler to give an idea of size. 

Make a note of the serial number of any 
electrical goods, where they are property 
marked, the purchase date and the value of 
the item. Keep this record ina safe place.
